We purpose concluding ‘our notices of. 
the new Treaty Ports atid Landing- 
Places, opened to trade under the Chefoo 
Convention, by a few remaris ‘today 
respecting Ichang, Shasi, Nganking and 
Tatung. Ichang is situated about 880 
miles further op the Yangtsze than 
Hankow, There is said to be a good 
anchorage off’ the town, and. navigation 
so far is simple, although the minimum 
depth of water is only 7 or.§ feet, but'a 
few miles above the town the river 
changes its character, flowing through a 
very rmoduntainous region between steep 
rooky banks and over a rocky bottom.- 
Ichang is in fact believed to be the high- 
est limit of navigation for steauters of 
tolerable sire, Foreign relations with 
the place do not appear. to have been 
very auspiciously . inaugurated. It 
seems that after the site for the English 
Settlement had been marked out and the 
boundary stones plated, the natives, 
having got an ides into their heads that 
they were to be squeezed out of: their 
land in some way for the benefit of the 
foreigners, seized the objectionable land- 
marks, formed a suitable. procession, and 
amid the beating of gongs and other 
appropriate accompaniments, solemnly 
consigned the stones to the bottom of 
the river. Not satisfled with this they 
subsequently pulled down the house 
tenanted by the members of the Inland 
Mission, and also mobbed. one or two 
foreigners, but no one was seriously 
harmed, and matters having now been 
satisfactorily explained to the. natives, 
probably no further disturbances will 
take place. Messra Michie and Francis, 
who visited the place in 1869 for the 
purpose of examining into .its trading 
capabilities, wete of opinion that it was 
not nearly such an important town from 6 
commercial point of view as-Shasi,res

THE. INSURRECTION IN JAPAN. 
"Gazette, April 13th.) 

The Hochi Shinbun reports that com- 
munication has been effected between Kuma- 
moto castle and the Imperial. trooops in, the 
field. It says that a telegram from Naga- 
saki announces that at about 2 p.m, on the 
8th instant, Licut-Col, Oku, at the head of 
one battalion of the Kumamoto garrison, 
made adetermined sortie from that castle 
and fought his way to the Imperial head- 
pee at Uto, through the insurgents, 

the state of the garrison is now well known, 
There is no want of provisions. A telegram 
from Uto,.sent at 6,30 Pm tho same day, 
states that the castle of Yajiro, held by @ 
imporialists, was attacked by: superior force 
of ineurgents, The engagement lasted for 
about six hours. At length the insurgents 
were totally routed and driven back in, dis- 
order as far as Furumoto. The victorious 
troopa in Yajiro were joined by Lieut-Col, 
Okazawa’s division, and the united army 
advanced in pursuit of the insurgents to 
aul Many ‘of the rebels were killed or 

en prisoners, A telogram from Kioto

It must-have been a curious sight, to sea the 
old Romans crowding around these tablots to 
get a look ot the latest news. But the 
thirst after knowledge and the ouriosity of 
the people prow rapidly and in such a mea 
sure that the government, the only issuer of 
journal, found itself obliged to isane a daily, 
It is interesting to know that somo of these 
jownals, having reached the age of 2,044 
yoare, aro’ stillin existence, The name of 
the first daily journal was dota Poptli Ro» 
mani Diurnt; it ap daily either as 
“AYbum,” ive, the tablet hung out in public, 
or the contents were written with oball, 
on the walls of the houses, . The contents of 
the journal comprised what would be classed 
as daily newsin our modern papers. Doubt> 
less it will interest some of our readers to 
eruse a-verbal trandlation from. the oldest 
journal extant, issued one hundred and 
sate oiett years before the birth of Christ: 
Onéul, Sicinius was the acting judge 
to-day, Thee was a heavy thunderstorm, 
and .the li uiing. split an oak. at the foot 
of the hills of . In o hostelry at 
the- foot of. the hills of James there was a 
fight, in which the landlord was badly 
wounded. Siciniua punished some butchers 
on account of their selling meat. which had 
nob been inspected; the money thus paid 
was used to erect a chapel to the Goddess 


Laverea, The broker Ausidius fled from | py 


town to-day, taking money with him belong- 
ing to other people. He was caught,: and 
had td refund the money. ‘The brigand 
Demiphon, who was or pea by 
Nerva, hes ‘been orucified to-day, 4 
Hotilla from Asia arrived‘to-day.”—"Tt must 
be of interest to journalists: to know that. 
Tulius Craat, the groatost, of all Romans, 
paid special attention to journalism. He 
saw the necessity of instructing the people 
in everything ocowrring in the State, and ‘we 
find this quotation in Suetonius ;—‘* Julius 
Cresar, as soon as he had entered his public 
office, caused not only to be written, but, als 
80 spread among the people, the proceedings 
of the Senate.” ‘This was the first political 
paper, and as it contained news about build- 
ings, births, deaths, exedutions, and anec- 
dotes, it ean ‘be likened very much to our 
modern papers. It seems inoredible, but it 
oan be proved, that already in the olden 
times there were stenographers who took 
down the speeches made in the Senate or in 
public, They ‘were called “ Notarii,” and 
ve find a place in Sustonius where Augustus 
is angry beoatse the stenographers reported 


the speeoh of Cesar for Metullus in a very. 


imperfect manner, —
